Erasmus J)nrwln's First Lore. 


About tho year 1700 there came to the 


town of Derby, in. England, a young 
physician, who rented an otlice and be- 
§an tho practice of his profession, 


'oung and careless physicians were no 


rarity in the town at that time, but Dr. 
Erasnuy; Darwin was a rare man. At 
Elton, in Nottinghamshire, ho had been 
born in 1731, a poor man's son, and 
without gentle blood in his veins. After 
studying at St. John's College, Cam- 
bridge, for a time, his means failed him, 
and he went to tho less aristocratic uni- 
versity at Edinburgh, there to pursue 
medical studies, and there to graduate. 
From college ho had gone to the little 
town of Litchfield, where for several 
years ho had a largo practice. 
After 


a time Litchtield 
became too con- 


tracted a 
lietd, 
and 
he 
went to 


Derby, 
where there 
was a bettor 


opportunity for development. 
Enter- 


prising and ambitious, he soon had many 
friends in town, and among them a 
lucrative professional business. It was 
not unnatural that in course of time ho 
should come to love. Among the lady 
friends whose society he frequented was 
the daughter of a farmer, an artless and 
modest country maiden, as fair and 
fresh as the 'daisies in her father's 
fields. Young Mr. Darwin loved the 
f 


irl, and his affection was reciprocated, 
ina Chalice put her whole soul into 


that love, but like many another maid- 
en loved too strongly. 'There were de- 
lays in the advent of the promised wed- 
ding; day, unavoidable delays, no doubt, 
but Darwin's love grow cold. Another 
and wealthier lady had gained his half- 
given affections," and the farmer girl 
awoke from her fond dream to iind her 
knight was faithless. 
Tho blow was 


too severe, and she was glad to remove 
from the scone of her disappointment to 
America. 


Tho Chaffeos settled in a Massachu- 


setts town, and became well-to-do farm- 
ers.

the Windsor Cemetery the Juno rosos 
arc budding above the grave of Sina 
Converse, who died many years a"o, 
hearing in her old age of her early lov- 
er's fame as a botanist and scholar, of 
his earnest advocacy of temperance, 
perhaps of the birth of his son, who in 
later yours was to bo the father of 
Charles Darn-in, the. great naturalist. 
Long ago her romance faded, and' she 
who would have boon thu wife of u groat

All roses flower more profusely if vi; 


orously. pruned. It is best to cut the 
old wood with an unsparing hand, for 
the handsomest blossoms will spring 
from fresh growth and young shoots 
from the roots will bear the largest 
cluster of buds. Hybrid perpetuals re- 
quire to be pruned as soon as their first 
flowers have faded so as to produce a 
good display of buds nnd blossoms in 
Suptomlicr.'TliRy have no claims to the 
title "purjietual" as they never bloom 
hut twice in the year and ravel}- that, 
unless they are highly fertilized and 
closely cut back when they have ceased 
to bloom in early summer. 
They are 


the most desirable of summer roses be- 
cause they have so luxuriant a growth 
and possess the charms of brilliant col- 
orings and fragrance. 
Great advance 


has been mauo during the past few 
years in their varieties, which are now 
numbered by hundreds in the English 
and French floral catalogues, and our 
own florists oiler them in large numbers 
and at very low prices. Ten cents will 
often buy a flourishing young plant 
which, in two or three years if properly 
treated, will become a large bush. 
"Gcu. Jacquemont" is a 
perpetual 


whose flowers are known to all lovers 
of roses and are in much demand for 
winter bouquets. Among other desir- 
able varieties are "Anna Slexielr,' 
"Beauty of Wallham," 
"Boule 
do 


Niexc," "Coupe d'liibc," 
"fidward 


Morren," "Jules Margottin," "La- 
France," "Mabel Morrison," "Mme. 
Lacharmc," "Mine. Charles Wood," 
"Mario Baumann," "Baronno do Roths- 
child," and "Reynold's Hole." 
The 


last mentioned, was named for the 
famous English rosarian who cultivates 
some of the finest roso.s in England and 
takes the prizes at all the rose exhibi- 
tions in his vicinity, and it is a rose of 
remarkable be.auty. 
None of this class 


of vosos require protection during the 
winter, but they will do better another 
year-it' they are covered about the roots 
with manure which can bo dug into the 
ground early in 
Uio spring. 
Larg< 


bushes of roses should bo tied up to 
stakes made either of small pine-trees 
or of wood painted green. 
Watering 


with liquid manure will increase the 
beauty of roses at this season. 
That 


made from tho horse stable or the hen 
roost will bo more fertilizing than, any 
other. Do not put it on too strong, 
else it will do more harm than good. It 
is a gooil plan to lill a hnif-bar'rcl one- 
quarter full with manure anil add a 
pound of copperas to it to keep the 
worms away; fill it v.p with water and 
put it on the plants twice a week, tak- 
ing care not to touch the leaves. Make 
the water the color of weak coffee if 
horse manure is used, tho color of weak 
tea if hen manure is preferred. — Spring- 
field (filcttis.) Republican. 


What a Pint of Manure Did. 


A Wisconsin farmer sends this expe- 


rience to th'_' American AyriiMllmist: 
"Last year, in hauling yard manure 
across a iield afterwards planted to 
corn, some of it scattered 'off in driblets 
—from a handful to a pint or so in a 
place. 
When planting the corn I found 


portions of these droppings, and where 
noticed drew them into tho hillj, and 
with the hoe mixed them a little with 
the soil a.s the sued was dropped. 
In 


three instances, whoro a large handful 
or about a pint of the manure was thu.-i 
put in. a .stick wa^ driven down to mart 
tin: hill:;. 
When hoeing, wn noticed 


that in ihc.M! hills the corn plants hud 
started off 
more 
vigorously, 
were 


ft'/ecuer, nnd at tho third hoeing they 
were «ix 1,0 twelve innlios Jiighe'r than 
t!ic oilier hills adjoining. 
Our curiosity 


being awakened we followed up the ob- 
servations, and 
when gathering the 


crop each of tho (lirei; slalksin I lie throe 
hills had two largo plump cars, while 
the surrounding corn did not avei-no-e 
one o-ocxl ear to the stallc. This set Tis 
to thinking and figuring. 
That bit of 


manure hail given the yo'nng corn roots 
a vigorous start, just an good feed starts 
oil' a young calf, or pig, or 
lamb, 


and the roots penetrated 'further in 
every direction and gather more food 
and moisture. These stalks-being better 
nourished from below, inn far away 
from the poorly fed neighbors. 
As to 


the figures, thu rows worn three and a 
half feel apart, and the hills three feet 
distant in the rows, say 4,000 hills on an 
acre, and 4,000 pints of manure is about 
sixty-two and a half bushels or two large 
wagon loads. 
Anybody can reckon the 


difference between six large, wcll-iilled 
oars of corn on each hill, and less than, 
three per hill, and the cost of the 
manure as compared with the total 
value of tho final crop. 
Tho plowing, 


and the seed, and the hoeing, amount 
to the same in each case. All I have to 
say is, that every corn-hill planted on 
my farm this year will have at least a 
pint of manure in it." 
* * * 


Ballooning-. 


We are now within a single year of 


the centenary of the first balloon, which 
was sent up on the 5th of June, 1783, 
by the brothers Montgolfier. Their bal- 
loon was inflated witn heated air, but in 
tho following August M. Charles em- 
ployed hydrogen gas for the same pur- 
pose. 
In September the Montgollicrs 


attached a card to a fire-balloon, and 
placed in it the first aerial travelers—a 
sheep, a cock and duck. The cock's 
log was broken by a kick from the 
sheep, but otherwise tho strangely-as- 
sorted trio sustained no injury. In Oc- 
tober the first human aeronaut, M. 
Francois Pihxtrc de Koxicr, who was 
afterward killed in an attempt to cross 
from France to England, made his first 
ascent in a "captive" fire balloon teth- 
ered to the ground by ropes. In the 
following mouths, accompanied by the 
Marquis d' Arlaiides, De Kozier ascended 
in a free fire balloon; anil ten days later 
MM. Charles and Robert ascended in a 
free balloon inilated with hydrogen gas. 
The first balloon was sent "up from "En- 
gland about tho same time, and in Feb- 
ruary, 1784, the first which crossed the 
channel, while in August of the same 
year Uio first human ascent from British 
ground was made 
by Mr. Tytler. 


Thirty-seven years elapsed before there 
was any definite advance on the achieve- 
ments of the first two years of aero- 
nautics; but in 1821 Mr. Green showed 
that hydrogen might be replaced by 
ordinary coal gas, and that a balloon 
might be inflated and dispatched wher- 
ever there was a gas manufactory capa- 
ble of supplying the necessary quantity. 
—JjOtnlou Times.

ten away with anything very valuable 
in the shape of a stone. He roamed 
around for a period of eighteen months, 
through every vicissiludi1. 
He -had 


many diPjeiilties before him in trying to 
gain passage. 
Finally ho got on board 


about which chanced, in the CJamboza 
lliver. 
Twice iic was confined in servi- 


tude, until by two escapes hn firi;-.lly 
mado a safe arrival in London. There 
ho inadvertantly became acquainted 
with an African woman who had been 
brought from .slavery to London, :and 
was then free." She 'was a servant in the 
family wiioso guest I was. This wojnan 
could speak his tongue, and, after-be- 
coming better acquainted with her ho 
divulged his secret, telling her that he 
had been a slave, in servitude for years 
in the diamond-fields of Africa: that by 
providential escape ho had made- his 
way to London. *Ho told her that he 
wanted to obtain information in refer- 
ence to getting his wife and children to 
London. The black woman, in hci- ig- 
norance, was unable to tell him what to 
do, and she applied to me, knowing that 
I had a knowledge of slave limes in 
America. 
After hearing tho story I ad- 


vised them to apply to the British Con- 
sul in the proviiicfal building. I went 
with them, and upon explaining to • the 
Consul, the question arose, among other 
questions, what recompense he could 
make the English Government for'go- 
ing to such expense as he had asked. 
After demurring a good while, on; ac- 
count of the great fear ho felt about lot- 
ting the officials know he had such a 
treasure, ho finally admitted that ho had 
a rich stone. 
Upon further inquiry!and 


delay he requested the gentleman to 
come and make an examination. He 
exercised 
great 
caution 
for 
ono 


of such ignorance, but finally brought 
down a largo stale loaf of bread-and 
laid it on the table for its examination. 
Before the loaf was cut open lie negoti- 
ated for the safe arrival of his family 
and protection against his former mas- 
ters, provided the value of the diamond/ 
was such as represented. 
I having ten- 


dered him advice, was given an invita- 
tion to be present in the provincial build- 
ing when the examination was matle. I 
was no I: prepared, however, to believe 
:hat I would have the satisfaction of See- 
ing what is considered as tho largestand 
nost valuable diamond in the world. 
VVhen the loaf was cut open few bo- 
iovocl that a diamond would be revealed, 
flatten Garden experts were called,, and 
they were loth to believe that the stone 
was as. large.and valuable as the owner 
had represented. It was the size of an 
ordinary orange 'when revealed; and 
thereupon it was at once claimed by 
some present that it was of a very low 
grade and of inferior quality. 
On a 


more thorough examination and partial 
cutting it was found to represent a 
weight of over six hundred carats. 
It 


was subsequently shown to a number of 
the largest diamond dealers in London. 
Its history was traced as accurately as 
possible; the slave was believed, money 
was put up, and his wife and children 
were at once sent for. The slave was 
treated like a lord of tiie manor, and the 
last time that I saw him he was ridin«- 
iu a line carriage and enjoying all tlis 
comforts and luxuries of London. 
It 


•was a queer sight to sec him—as black 
as tar and a regular Ethiopian. 


"Tho diamond was purchased by a 


Hyndicatc of capitalists, and the very 
best experts pronounced it a very fine 
specimen. Its owners hold it at £3,-' 
500,000; and have refused £3,000,001;- 
for the stone. 
Shortly after it passed 


from the hands of the black man t 
present owners, it was examined nnd

The Values ol Vcgcinblcs. 


All vegetables have nn oO'ect on tlio 


chemistry of the body, so that we can- 
not speak too highly of thuir iuipo.rtanco 
at table. 
Wo TV-ill mention a few of 


those matters lirst, and ihsposo of this 
aspect of tho subject, so as not to seem 
to mix pharmacopeia, with tho kitchen. 
Asparagus is r, strong diurolic, and 
forms part of tlio cure for rheumatic pa- 
tients at such health resorts as Aix-los- 
Bains. Sorrel is cooling, aud forms tho 
staple of that soup aux lierbes, which a 
French lady will order for herself after 
along and tiring journey. Carrots, as 
containing a quantity of sugar, are 
avoided by some people, while others 
complain of them as indigestible. With 
regard to the latter accusation, it may 
bo remarked in passing that it is th'o 
yellow core of the carrot that is difficult 
of digestion—tho outer, a red layer, is 
tender enough. 
In Savoy the peasants 


have recourse to an infusion of carrots 
as a specific for jaundice. Tho largo 
sweet onion is very rich in those alka- 
line elements which counteract the poison 
of rheumatic gout. If slowly stowed in 
weak broth, and eaten, with a little- Ke- 
panl pepper, it will bo found to bo an 
admirable article of diet for patients of 
studious and sedentary habits. 
Tho 


stalks of cauliflower have the samo 
value, only too oi'ton the stalk of a cauli- 
flower is so ill-boiled and unpalatable 
that few persons would thank you for 
proposing; to them to make a part of 
their meal consist of so uninviting an 
article. Turnips, in tho same way, are 
often thought to bo indigestible, and 
better suited for cows aud sheep than for 
delicate people ; but here tho fault lies 
•with tho cook quite as much as with tho 
root. 
Tho cook boils tho turnip badly, 


and then puurs some butter over it, and 
the oator of such a dish is sure to be tho 
worse for it. Try a better way. Half 
boil your titrnip, aud cut it in slices like 
half-crowns. . Batter a pie-dish, put iu 
tho slices, moisten with a little rnilk and 
weak broth, dust once with bread- 
crumbs and pepper and salt, and bako 
in the oven until it gains a bright 
golden brown. This dish, which is tho 
Piedraontose i'ashion of eating turnips, 
is quite unsui tod to cows, and ought lj 
be popular. 
What shall be said about 


our lettuces? The plant has n slight 
narcotic action, of which o Trench old 
woman, liko a French doctor, well knows 
the value, and when properly cooked it 
is really very easy of digestion ; but in 
our country, though lettuces are duly 
grown in every .garden, you often hear 
tho remaik, "I can't eat salad;" and as 
fow cooks Know how to USD a vegetable 
which has been refused in its raw stato, 
the lettuces are all wasted, and so is tho 
ground in which they wore grown.—

OAEBOMO ACID IK DIPHTHBBIA.—Dr. 


Z. T. Hagill, of Lincoln, Mo., con- 
tributes to the Chicago MedioalJournal 
the method of treating diphtheria from 
which he has secured better results 
than from any other. 
Ha uses an ordi- 


nary hose, from three to five i'eot long 
and about one inch hi diameter. One 
end is placed over the spout of a com- 
mon tea-kettle, into which has been put 
half a gallon of water and half an ounce 
of carbolic ncid. The kettle is then 
placed on the stove over a good fire, 
and, when the water reaches the boiling 
point, tho free end of the hose is carried 
under a blanket thrown over the pa- 
tient's head. Tho room must be closed. 
In a short time the patient will perspire 
freely. 
If persevered in at short inter - 


vals, breathing becomes softer, and, 
presently, after a succession of quick, 
expulsive efforts, tho patient throws off 
a coat or tube of false membrane. 
The 


acid vapor seems to prevent tho re- 
formation of exudation. Alcohol and 
sulphate of quim'no are used in conjunc- 
tion with the acid, for their supporting 
properties, 


EATABLES FOB THE SICK.—A writer in 


Land and Water cautions nurses and 
attendants against the too-common prac- 
tice of leaving milk, blancmanges, jellies, 
aud other delicacies and foods uncovered 
iu the sick-room. He reminds tho read- 
er that milk iu tho larder will keep meat 
from spoiling by absorbing tho bacteria 
and atmospheric impurities which would 
otherwise- ait'ect the meat. This caution 
is much needed. The emanations from 
the bodies of sick people aro often vitiat- 
ing if not infectious. 
The sick-room 


can hardly have as pure air as apart- 
ments occupied by people in health, and 
tho latter are too often confined and 
poorly ventilated. Leaving food of any 
description in a sleeping-room of occu- 
pants sick or well., unless securely cov- 
ered, is a bad practice. If it be intend- 
ed for an invalid it may convoy tho 
seeds of disease rather than the elements 
of nutrition, and if transferred to tho 
tablo may injuriously aiTcet tho whole 
family. 
As a rule, articles which havo 


boon standing in tho sick-room should 
be thrown to tho waste. In cases of 
contagions diseases it is advised to burn 
tho clothing which has been worn by the 
sufferer or used for bedding.

this is not done thorough disinfection is 
recommended. As food disinfection is 
hardly to bo thought of, let all such ar- 
ticles as have been exposed at tho bed- 
side of tho sick be dumped in tho gar- 
bage or swill-ban-el.—Dr.Foota'sHeallh 
Monthly.
